(1950-1962)

'ON  THE  BANKS  OF  THE  WABASH" 


Our  town  was  named  after  the  Indian  chief,  LaGros,  who  was  a  representative  of  the  Miami  tribe 
to  the  Greenville  Treaty.    In  this  treaty  he  was  given  three  sections  of  land  lying  on  the  northwest  bank 
of  the  Wabash  River  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Salamonie.    It  was  in  1826  that  a  treaty  meeting  was 
held,  and  it  was  decided  that  a  brick  house  should  be  erected  in  the  present  town  for  the  old  chief.    In 
this  house  he  lived  until  1831  when  he  passed  on  to  the  "Happy  Hunting  Grounds.  " 

Lagro's  heyday  came  in  the  early  1830's  when  hundreds  of  Irish  laborers  settled  in  this  community 
to  help  dig  the  Wabash-Erie  Canal.    They  brought  with  them  their  age-old  feuds  which  erupted  into  a 
battle  in  JuJy  of  1835  between  the  "Fardowns"  and  the  "Corkonians. "    The  state  militia  was  immediate- 
ly sent  out  and  the  fight  was  subdued. 

The  Irish  finally  got  together  and  built  a  church  in  1838  and  named  it  St.  Patrick  after  their  patron 
saint.    A  white  frame  building  was  erected  overlooking  the  river.    It  was  replaced  by  a  brick  church  in 
1873.    The  Methodist  Church  was  established  at  a  later  date  as  was  the  Lagro  Presbyterian.    All  three 
churches  today  remain  a  very  active  part  of  the  community. 

Lagro  was  not  laid  out  in  sections  until  March  1836.    The  town  had  the  natural  advantages  of  ex- 
cellent water  power  furnished  by  the  Wabash  and  Salamonie  Rivers.    During  the  late  1800's  the  town 
continued  to  "boom"  and  at  one  time  is  said  to  have  had  5  elevators,  2  slaughter  houses,  2  hardware 
stores,   1  dry  goods  store,   6  grocery  stores,   1  millinery  shop,  post  office,   3  hotels,   10  boarding  houses, 
2  grist  mills,  3  boatstores,   1  boat  collector,   3  meat  markets  and  other  numerous  enterprises.    At  one 
time  (during  the  canal  days)  there  was  said  to  be  13  saloons. 

About  1875  the  first  grade  school  was  built  and  about  1913  this  building  burned.    In  1915  the 
new  structure  was  completed  and  is  our  present  building.    A  modem  new  addition  was  added  in  1960 
to  house  the  first  three  grades,   a  band  room,   a  book  store,  and  the  movie  room. 

Another  interesting  monument  in  Lagro  is  the  old  Keller  house  now  owned  by  Bill  Burnsworth. 
During  the  "boom"  days  it  was  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  finest  hotels  along  the  canal  between  Toledo 
and  Lafayette. 

With  the  coming  of  the  railroads,  many  businesses  moved  to  other  places,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  coming  of  the  mineral  wool  factories,  the  Celotex  and  the  American  Rock  Wool,   that  Lagro  has 
enjoyed  greatly  increased  business  prosperity. 

Since  that  time  many  businesses  have  sprung  up  in  Lagro.    Also  in  1953  a  volunteer  fire  depart- 
ment was  organized  and  is  giving  excellent  fire  protection  to  both  the  town  and  the  rural  community. 
The  present  businesses  in  the  Lagro  community  include:    Bumgardners  Cafe,  Stephensons  Grocery, 
Lagro  Barber  Shop,   Garbers  Economy  Store,   Powells  Grocery,   Beeks  Hardware,  Baker's  Recreation 
Hall,   Whites  Tavern,  Double  Dip  Restaurant,  Lagro  Elevator,  Stuckeys  Western  Shop,   Starlite  Cafe, 
Pefley  Implements,  Zelmas  Beauty  Shop,  Commercial  Printing,   Ragers  Service  Station,  Duffeys  Stock 
Yards,  Armstrongs  Radio  and  T.V.,  Smiths  Dog  Kennels,  Judys  Mink  Ranch,   and  Lawson's  Dairy  Farm. 
The  town  and  community  are  also  served  by  the  U.  S.  Post  Office.
